Town Gooneei Charles H. Halfpenny, 
represented tha town authorities and 
those to upholding tbe Issue of tha 
bonds. Tha decision leaves the author¬ 
ities to sot ae they had first outlined, 
and they will go at oaca to complete tha 
prospective purchase from the Orange 
Water Company. 

Tbe Issue was authorised aa tha result 
of a special alaetlon last January, and 
Mr. Oolte't Instalment waa that this el s a - 
Uoe bad been Illegal? held and, there¬ 
fore, the authorities lacked tha authority 
to make tba Issue. He held that tha 
amendment of 1901 to tha alaetlon tows 
provided that In special elections oo new 
registry Hat need be prepared, but It wan 
stipulated that tba registry Hat used at 
the last general alaetlon preceding such 
special election should be revised and 
tha namaa added of persona who bad 
become qualified to vote elnoe tha 
making out of tbe sat general electloo 
registry Hat.
